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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant objects to the claim interpretation 
becaue the claim requires that the rectied base plate be physically configured to permit the fluid flow. Examiner has given weight to the 
limitation "said upper channels and said lower channels being fluidically coupled by at least one cavity diposed in said base plate", which 
would permit the flow of a fluid through the cavity. However, the claims recite an apparatus and therefore do not actually require a fluid to 
flow through the cavity ("to allow a flow of fluid from the upper channels through the lower channels"). 

Applicant argues the negative limitation "wherein the cooling apparatus is not configured to be a fuel cell electrode" is supported by4J\C 
figures. However, the mere absence of a positive recitation is not basis for an exclusion. Any claim containing a negative limitation which 
does not have basis in the original disclosure should be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. See MPEP 2173.05(i). 

Applicant does not provide any additional arguments regarding the prior art rejections. Therefore, there is nothing further for the Examiner 
to rebut. 
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
